Other Nations of them , which ſeemed 
more ciuill in their carriage, were more curious 
in there Ceremontes of Buriali; as eſpecially the 
Egypti ins aboue all others, in theitembalming, 
and with ſweet Spices in preſeruing the Dead 


and ſumptuous Tombes, which they eſteeme of 
more then their beſt and honourableſt Houſes 
and Palaces; in mocking the Greekes, and other 
Nations, for building Houſes with great char. 
ges and expenſes, wherein they cannot dwell 
but a ſhort time; and yet they regarded not the 
Towbes, and Qtonuments of Buriall, wherein 
they are to reſt along time. For this cauſe were 
their Embalmers in great reuerence, and in no

| And why ſhould hee not haue praiſed him, 
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who was ſo Praiſe-worthy ; ſeeing it is com- 
mended, if not commanded in the Bible. Let 
vs now commend the famous men, and our Fa. 
thers, of whom We are begotten. This did the 
ancient Greekes and Zatiys, in time of their 
well ruled Common-wealth , as their Hiſtories 
witneſſe. Not that it was lawfull for all ſort of 
perſons, but onely for the Nobles, Valiant, and 
ſuch haue well. deſerued of their Countrey in 
Warres, or Peace. Such they honoured, and 
maintained in their old age; as alſo their chil- 
dren when they were decayed in their owne 
eſtate, and in the end commended them highly 


to the encouragement of others, and erected 


Monuments to their praiſes. Vnde Aibenis in 
Pritanes alebantur publicè, qui bene meriti erant 
de Rep. Iſque ſammus honos habe batur. This is 
plaine in Plato, Plutarch, and many other Greeke 
Authors, 

Amongſt thetomans, I read it was Valerius 
Poplicola, who made the firſt Funerall Oration, 
at the Obſequies of his companion Brutus after 
him Agpius Claudius, Scipion, and diuers ſince: 
as Augnitw praiſed his Nephew. Druſus Germa- 
nicus at a publike Aſſembly ; and Tiberius his 
father and ſonne ; and Nero his predeceſſour 
Emperour (laudins. Vea it was practiſed in ho- 
nour of great Ladies, as Iulius made an Oration 
at the Funerals of his Aunt Ialia, & of his Wife 
Cornelia; ſo did Auguſtus at his great Aunt, and 
Caligula at his great Aunt Liuis; and Craſſus,
